For Bombing Alert: The signal 
is, Step 1- One long bell or claxon 
horn blast (one minute). Instruc- 
tions by Faculty. Step 2- Second 
long bell or claxon horn. Leave 
building quietly, orderly. Go to 
assigned areas. Step 3-Series of 
short- bells or horn blasts or one 
long bell or horn blast. Evacuate 
or return to classes.

(The First of Three Articles)

Know what a social security card looks like? Not much 
to it—a simple little blue and white thing with a name 
and a long number on it. But it so happens that one of 
those little cards might be worth about $40,000 to you. 

Interested? You should be, whether you’re young or old, 


rich or poor, married or single. You 
pay for social security, you and 
your employer, with hard earned 
dollars. Those dollars buy you cer- 
tain rights, just as they would if 
paid to a private insurance com- 
pany.Its up to you to understand 
these rights, fit them to your plans, 
take advantage of them. 
PROTECTS YOU 

You and your family may never 
collect the whole $40,000, for that 
is close to the maximum that one 
family could clear from social 
security. But whether or not you 
ever collect a red cent, it protects 
your family and your ‘future as long 
as you maintain -your eligibility. 
For most people that protection is 
beyond any dollars and cents valu- 
ation. 

WIDE .COVERAGE 

_ The first social security law was 

passed 15 years ago, but the upsie- 


daisy Congress gave the system 
in the summer of ’50 amounts al- 
most to a new start. From now on 
three out of every four Americans 
who work for pay, and their 
families, will be covered. From now 
on benefits will be large’ enough to 
rank as significant factors in the 
financial plan of every covered in- 
dividual. 

Now is the time to learn about 
your social secutity. In our next 
issue, we shall take up the question 
of coverage.

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Korean Student 
Speaks Before 
Friday Assembly 


Mr. Harkjoon Paik, a sixteen 
year old Korean student, gave a 
speech last Friday at the 8 am. 
assembly, and held a discussion for 
the Hartnell students on “A Re- 
view of Life in Korea.” His speech 
was in observance of United Na- 


tions Week on the campus. 

Mr. Paik was sponsored by the 
Salinas “United Nations Week” 
committee. Harkjoon, who was 
born in Korea, was fourteen years 
old when the North Korean Com- 
munists attacked his country. His 
father was a doctor and operated 
his own hospital. They saw the 
hospital burned down to the 
ground. Harkjoon said that was 
one of the most horrible things 
he had ever seen. 

His speech stressed great impor- 
tance of mational security. He felt 
strongly that the Korean nation 
can never attain that security until 
the goal of a unified Korea, not a 
North Korea and South Korea, is 
achieved. Mr. Paik stated that his 
country was now free only as far 
as the 38th paralel. 

At the present time Harkjoon is 
attending the Monterey Union 
High School. He intends to con- 
tinue his studies and go on to a 
college or University. He already 
has a $1,500 scholarship for any 
school he wishes to attend. 


Dom. Racuya 
Is International 
Student Here 


Dominador Racuya of Honolulu, 
Hawaii, is one e the international 
students attending Hartnell. He is 
of Philippine descent, but is a U.S. 
citizen. 

In 1948, he joined the American 
Army in Honolulu and was im- 
mediately sent to Fort Ord, Cali- 
fornia. From there he was stationed 
in various other states. He was at- 
tached to the Special Service, 
which was in the Aircraft Artillery. 
Dominador received his discharge 
papers in 1952. 

While at Fort Ord, he met Ben- 
jamin Capanas, former president of 
the Hawaiian Club, who got him 
interested in Hartnell. 

By the time of his discharge he 
had decided to take up Aircraft 
Mechanics, so he came to Hartnell. 
Dominador is now living in 
Salinas and is a freshman at Hart- 
nell, He is very active in the Inter- 
national Club and Hawaiian Club.

Hartnell College’s gridiron monster doesn’t have to dress 
up for Halloween this week to scare its remaining five: op- 
ponents, All the unbeaten Panthers have to do is publicize 
their fabulous statistical record for the first five games this 


season. 


Tony Teresa, the split-T quarterback with the ball han- 


dling wizardry, is the leading Hart- 
nell terror. And he hopes to add 
to his phenomenal record Friday 
night, October 30, when the locals 
play host to Napa junior college in 
Salinas. Teresa has attempted 62 
passes, completed 36 for 739 yards, 
nine touchdowns and a 58 percent 
pitching average. The sophomore 
grid great completed eight out of 
ten aerials for three scores against 
previously unbeaten East Contra 
Costa Saturday night in the Pan- 
ther’s 53-0 rout of the Vikings at 
Pittsburg. 


The jaycee quarterback is just 
as dangerous on the ground. He 
leads the Hartnell ground gainers 
in rushing average with 7.5 per 
carry, and is third in team scoring 
with 21 points. 

Clive Bullian will be the other 
“big gun” in the Panther back- 
‘field’ against Napa this Friday 
night. He has netted 375 yards on 
60 carries for 6.3 average and leads 
the team in scoring with 52 
markers, the second best total in 
the Far West. 

The big Hartnell line, anchored 
by such all-conference jaycee stars 
as Dick Herman and,Jim Brandon, 
guards; Jerry Ledin, tackle; John 
Perkins, center;. and Jim Crain, 
end, has held the opposition to 
only two touchdowns through the 
line in five games This bulwark of 
strength has allowed five opponents 
to net only 414 yards from scrim- 
mage for a 2.8 average per carry,

Mr. W. R. Bullis, Hartnell en- 
gineering instructor, recently made 
an inspection trip through the new 
San Jose State College engineering 
building during his attendance at 
a meeting of the American Electri- 
cal Engineers, of which he is a 
member. 

Information gained by Mr. Bullis 
will be passed along to all Hartnell 
students interested in the field of 
engineering and planning to go on 
to another engineering college in 
California after graduation from 
Hartnell. 

Mr. Bullis learned that the Uni- 
versity of California is cooperating 
closely with San Jose State and 
three other California colleges in 
the training of engiheers. The Uni- 
versity of California is emphasizing 
its training in the field of re- 
search, design, and development, 
while the other colleges are empha- 
sizing construction, production, op- 
eration, maintenance, application, 
industrial, and management en- 
gineering. 

At present San Jose State has 478 
students enrolled in the four-year 
engineering school. The building 
itself cost nearly a million dollars, 
and the extensive equipment cost 
about one-quarter million.
